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A Bright Future 
For The Pass 


A bright future for the Crows Nest Pass 
district was the prediction of Harold W. Man- 
ley, vice-president of Jepherson Lake Sulphur 
and^^etro Chemicals of Canada, and D. P. 
MacDonald, senior vice-president of Alberta 
Gas Trunk Lines, who addressed a Coleman 
Board of Trade meeting on Friday night, Dec¬ 
ember 1st. 


Both speakers were introduced 
to the gathering of some 50 board 
members and Pass business men, 
by Mayor Frank Aboussafy, who, 
in his remarks,! gave a short re¬ 
sume’ of the lives and work of 
both men. 

Mayor Aboussafy who was call¬ 
ed upon by Board of Trade Vice- 
president Jack Ostash, also intro¬ 
duced E. Fabro of Coleman Col¬ 
lieries, Abe Dyck of Atlas Lumber 
Company, Bert Moorhouse of the 
Blairmore Sawmills, Tony Storcer 
and Don Duguid of Sa'-nioga re¬ 
cessing, Clint Rasmussen, manag¬ 
er of Jefferson Lake Sulphur, Mr. 

A. McLeod of Alberta Gas Trunk, 

J. Connelly of Alta Natural Gas, 
Bud Davies of Canadian Bechtel 
Ltd., N. Foster and W. Gordon of 
Parsons Construction, W. Rufle of 
Marwell Construction, Frank Plow¬ 
man and John Hansen of Belle¬ 
vue Board of Trade, John Hogan of 
Alberta Forestry Department, Mr, 
Pugsley and Mr. Kraeger of Tex¬ 
aco and Kalin Gillies of Canadian 
Western Natural Gas Company. 

Mr. Gillies was then called upon 
for a short address and in his re¬ 
marks pointed out that the survey 
being made by his company in the 
Crows l^st Pass regarding the in¬ 
stallation of gas service to homes, 
was progressing favorably and 
that so far Blairmore had been 
completed and the response was 
very good. Bellevue was complet¬ 
ed and was very good, and Cole¬ 
man was presently being canvas¬ 
sed and the canvassers were en¬ 
countering a number of negative 
replies, mainly from older persons. 

Many of the people, he said, 
were under the impression that 
gas service installation would be 
very costly, but he stated this is 
not so. He said that cost of the 
line to residences would be about 
one dollar per foot of pipe from 
the lot line to the meter. 

He said that coal furnaces and 
household appliances could be very 
successfully converted at a very 
moderate price providing the furn¬ 
aces were in reasonable condition. 

Mr. Gillies urged the local busi¬ 
ness men. Board of Trade and 
council to help alleviate the mis¬ 
understanding of many residents 
that gas installations are sky high 
in price as he emphasized that 
this was not so. 

Mr. D. P. McDonald, the next 
speaker, was highly impressed 
with the resources and potentials 
of'the Crows Nest Pass area and 
felt that this area was the best 
located for industrial development 
in Canada. He mentioned numer¬ 
ous raw materials that were in 
evidence here, and felt that many 
complemented one another and al¬ 
though he could not say that this 
district would develop immediat¬ 
ely, he felt that the valley has the 
best potential for industry in Can¬ 
ada. 

Mr. MacDonald gave a detailed 
outline of the gas history in the 
province of Alberta. 

He stressed the important part 
that the Savanna Creek find had 
played in leading to the export of 
gas to the States, and he added 
that as soon as the companies 
concerned get back a few of the 
many dollars spent on the local 
project that more money would 
be pumped into this area. 

He said that there was a possibil¬ 
ity of a loop line being built and 
that the local plant at Sentinel 
would be expanded during the next 
five years. He also said that an¬ 
other one or two wells would be 
drilled in the area for an indefi¬ 
nite period of time. The reason, he 
said, for a smaller plant than had 
been anticipated being built at 
Coleman, was the result of the gas 
find at Savanna being less than 
was expected. 

He said that welMliad been drill¬ 
ed east, west and north oi Savanna 
and now explorations would prob¬ 
ably move in a southerly direc¬ 


tion towards the Crows Nest Pass. 

He stated that the plant at Cole 
man was now complete and that 
e'.'ory humanly possible measure 
for safety had been incorporated 
inic the plant and that Savanna 
had made its first delivery of gas 
December 1st in the amount of 22 
million cubic feet. 

The next speaker, Harold W. 
Manley, opening his remarks with 
the statement that business oppor 
lunities here are unlimited, went 
on to paint a very bright future 
for the Crows Nest Pass and also 
the sulphur industry. 

Born in Tulsa, Oklahoma, Mr. 
Manley gave a short resume’ of 
his life, stating that the sulphur 
company began in Louisiana in 
1926-1928, and today was the third 
largest in the United States and 
that they sold sulphur all over the 
world. He said the reason the com¬ 
pany came to Canada was because 
of the fact that they believed in 
the Canadian economy. 

The plant at Coleman, he said, 
is evidence of our confidence of 
the world’s need for sulphur. The 
plant at Coleman would produce 
some 377 long tons of sulphur per 
day. The local plant is the third 
one built and completed since 1958 
as the other two were built at 
Fort St. John and Calgary. 

He said that the Savanna field 
had sulphur reserves proven to¬ 
day representing about 54 million 
tons,- adding “we represented 24 
per cent of the reserves in West¬ 
ern Canada and expect to expand 
to meet the increasing world de¬ 
mand.’’ 

Mr. Manley then gave an inter¬ 
esting talk on the history of sul¬ 
phur back to the times of Homer, 
and in brief explained how sul¬ 
phur is recovered from gas. 

Mr. Manley mentioned only a 
few of the hundreds of industries 
that have use of sulphur and, quot¬ 
ing a few statistics, he indicated 
that in 1956 India used between 
55 and 60 thousand tons of sul¬ 
phur in one year and in 1961, five 
years later, this figure had soared 
to an unbelievable 350 thousand 
tons and the figure was increas¬ 
ing. Sulphur consumption, he said, 
is the true index of a country’s 
industrial activity. He stated that 
they foresaw that before 1970, un¬ 
less more sulphur is found, that 
there will be a shortage of sulphur 
in the world as the rate of con¬ 
sumption is increasing at a rate 
of some four and a half to five 
per cent annually. 

He said that here we were bless¬ 
ed with some 54 million tons and 
the company were going to try to 
find more. 

Slock piling of sulphur above the 
ground, he stated, was definitely 
not an indication that there were 
no markets for sulphur. It was 
due to various government con¬ 
trols. Sulphur, he said, is one of 
the basic commodities of industry 
in the world today, and we have 
here almost five per cent of all the 
total sulphur. This, he said, could 
serve to develop many types of 
industry in this valley such as 
steel, chemicals, insecticides, pulp 
and paper, paints, and many other 
industries for which many of the 
other resources can be found in 
this area. 

In concluding his very encour¬ 
aging and enlightening talk, Mr. 
Manley disclosed that Ted Ras¬ 
mussen would be the superintend¬ 
ent of the plant at Coleman. 

Both speakers were given a sin¬ 
cere vote of thanks by Horace Al¬ 
len for their fine addresses and 
all they had done towards bring¬ 
ing the much appreciated new in¬ 
dustry to the Crows Nest Pass. 

Prior to the introduction of the 
speakers, a short business meet¬ 
ing was held for the purpose of 
forming a Nominating committee 
to bring in a new slate of officers 
at the next meeting.

Former Coleman 
Man Killed 

Dr. Donald Cherry, 32-year-old 
Calgary dentist, and a former re¬ 
sident of Coleman, was killed in 
an accident late Thursday eve¬ 
ning, November 30th, when the 
car he was driving hit the curb 
of a traffic island, went out of 
control and hit a utility pole. 

Dr. Cherry was taken to the 
Holy Cross Hospital by ambu¬ 
lance and was pronounced dead on 
arrival. 

The accident happened at the 
intersection of Elbow Drive at 
Boulevard Crescent and the fatal¬ 
ity marks the second at this par 
ticular area. 

Dr. Cherry, 32 years of age, at¬ 
tended both his public and high 
school in Coleman, and attended 
the University of Alberta in Ed¬ 
monton, where he graduated in 
dentistry. He served with the Ca¬ 
nadian army dental corps and sev¬ 
eral years ago began a private 
practice in Calgary. 

He was well known in the Crows 
Nest Pass and especially in base¬ 
ball and hockey circles, having 
played for Coleman in both sports 
He was of the Protestant Faith. 

He was predeceased by his fa¬ 
ther, Joe Cherry in Calgary, sev- 
e.al years ago. 

The family had left here to re¬ 
side in Calgary in the middle ’50’s. 

Dr. Cherry is survived by his 
wife Anne, and his mother, both 
in Calgary.

New School Question Aired 
At Home and School Meeting 

The Coleman Home and School Associa¬ 
tion held its regulor monthly meeting in the 
sphool ouditorium on Monday evening, Nov¬ 
ember 20, attended by o good number of 


Attending the meeting were the 
Coleman Board of Trustees head¬ 
ed by Board Chairman Steve Mraz, 
who addressed the meeting on the 
necessity of a new school for Cole¬ 
man. 

Mr. Mraz primarily stated that 
the increased school population 
called for the immediate attention 
of the board. At present the school 
system could comfortably accom¬ 
modate a maximum of 600 pupils, 
while the enrolment at present 
showed a total of 678. This over¬ 
crowding necessitated the board 
taking such temporary measures 
a.s partitioning off the present au¬ 
ditorium into two classrooms, — 
teaching in the hallway and holding 
classes in the basement room. 

He stressed the fact that even 
these emergency measures would 
not solve the situation next Septem¬ 
ber if the anticipated increase in 
school enrolment materializes. 

The meeting was told that the old 
10-room wooden structure built at 
the turn of the century had done 
noble service for over 50 years, 
but that it did not come up to the 
building standards and require¬ 
ments of present day schools. 

The fact that no amount of re¬ 
pair work on the building could 
bring it up to present 1961 require¬ 
ments, was stressed. 

It was the firm opinion of the 
board that this building should be 
abandoned. Crowded playground 
facilities plus a complete lack of 
such accommodation as would per¬ 
mit the teaching of shop and home 
economics make it necessary for 
this school district to begin a com¬ 
prehensive building program. 

Negotiations have been started 
with the Department of Education 
and as a result Coleman has been

The auditorium was 
meant to bo used after school hours 
when there would not be a heavy 
accumulation of people in the 
school.

RCMP Request 
Full Co-operation 

The RCMPolice request the full 
co-operation and assistance of all 
motorists and pedestrians to make 
“Safe Driving Week” December 1 
to 7, sponsored by the Canadian 
Highway Safety Council a success. 

All types of motor vehicle acci¬ 
dents are on the increase this year. 

From January 1 to September 30, 
1961 — 141 fatal motor vehicle ac¬ 
cidents took place in areas policed 
by the RCMPolice, with 175 per¬ 
sons being killed and 199 people 
receiving injuries. During this pe¬ 
riod there were also 5925 accidents 
involving personal injury and prop¬ 
erty damage accidents. 

As of June 30 — 70 fatal acci¬ 
dents had taken place on Alberta 
Highways in 1961—16 per cent be¬ 
low the total for the same period 
lasL_year. Between July and Sept¬ 
ember 71 fatal accidents took place 
bringing the death toll to 6 per 
cent below the nine month total 
for 1960. September was one of the 
worst fatality months on record 
and October’s death rate continued 
high. 

Of the fatal accidents, 48 were 
single car accidents, 20 accidents 
involved pedestrians, 31 accidents 
were head-on collisions, 9 were 
rear-end collisions, 23 involved poor 
driving conditions, 14 tractor ac¬ 
cidents, 6 car-train accidents. All 
could have been avoided. 

Eighty-one fatal accidents took 
place on the main highways and 
60 on district roads. Liquor was 
involved in 46 accidents. The driv¬ 
ers at fault were killed in 77 acci¬ 
dents and prosecutions were ent¬ 
ered against 22 other drivers. Of 
these fatal accidents 84 occurred 
in the daylight hours with 57 occur¬ 
ring at night. 

Most of these accidents were 
caused by too much speed for road 
conditions and curves, careless or 
inattentive driving, liquor and poor 
driving habits. 

Accidents can be greatly reduced 
both in number and magnitude- by- 
the drivers and pedestrians observ¬ 
ing the rules of the road, frequent 
inspections of their lights, brakes 
and other equipment and by driv¬ 
ing and walking in an alert manner 

Increased patrols will be made 
during “Safe Driving Week” — 
with common sense and care on 
the part of drivers, there need be 
no accidents.

Lauds New Method 
Mathematics 

“Daddy, what’s the equation of 
four?” is likely to be a stock ques¬ 
tion of second graders next year— 
and one of the men in this prov¬ 
ince who knows more about why 
grade two’s will bother their heads 
with equations instead of ‘num¬ 
bers’ is Professor Sidney Axel 
Lindstedt, born and brought up in 
Stavely. 

The son of a Stavely pioneer 
homesteader, now outstanding in 
math-education on the faculty at 
University of Alberta, Calgary 
branch, his doctorate was a spe¬ 
cial study of teaching mathematics 
from its simplest to its most dif¬ 
ficult. 

An enthusiastic advocate of the 
new methods of teaching math — 
which starts tots with simple prob¬ 
lems and simple equations in Gr. 
II, be says math is far more than 
arithmetic. 

Like his father (a consistent 
Canada Savings Bond buyer), ma¬ 
thematician Lindstedt also advo¬

No rebel, the professor is well 
sati^ied with the progress of ma¬ 
thematics in the'present system. 
iHis three children range from 
grade 4 to 12). But he is keen to 
see results of the new methods. 

Already tried out in 150 classes 
over the province, the ‘new way’ 
—M instead of R—is slated for all 
Alberta schools in the next few 
years. 

Math is due to come into its own 
--Problem solving and the simple 
equations give it the true status 
of a science —like physics and 
chemistry, rather than a means of 
figuring taxes and earnings or 
working out equations in other sci¬ 
ences. 

“The import of the new trend Ls 
to teach arithmetic for its own 
sake,” says Prof. Lindstedt, who 
predicts modern mathematics is 
due for such an overhaul all over 
the western world. 

The son of a Stavely wheat farm¬ 
er, always mathematics minded, 
the professor was a top southern 
Alberta scholar in grade 12, a Ki- 
wanis scholarship winner, and is 
grateful for many more scholar¬ 
ships which helped him on his 
way. 

But for those who are good all 
’round students, he agrees Canada 
Savings Bonds are a logical way 
for parents to assist their child¬ 
ren’s education. 

Aquarium News 

The ardent angler who remarks 
on visiting the Calgary Aquarium 
“what a place to have a fishing 
rod!” is nearer to fact than he 
might suspect; there is a well- 
used fishing rod at the Aquarium, 
and it makes a successful “catch’’ 
every day. 

The fishing tackle belongs to the 
“Angler Fish”, a marine species 
often called the “Hawaiian Frog 
Fish”, which is endowed with a 
“built-in fishing rod”, a slender 
antenna-like appendage above its 
nose with which it attracts its food. 

The Angler Fish — ugly, slow- 
moving and clumsy—is a poor 
swimmer; in its natural habitat it 
walks and climbs with ungainly 
gait over the sea’s coral beds,— 
clinging to them by working its 
lower fins and side fins independ¬ 
ently in the manner of rudiment¬ 
ary arms. 

Even when hungry, it will not 
pursue the small fish which are 
its diet, but depends upon attract¬ 
ing them to itself. To do so, it 
waves its “built in fishing rod” 
vigorously back and forth in the 
water. TTie small fish, attracted 
by the sight, attempts to strike 
the rod, whereupon the angler fish 
opens its mouth and gulps down the 
“catch”.

Aquarium at Hawaii, the Angler 
Fish is now on display at the Cal¬ 
gary Aquarium located on the Cal¬ 
gary Brewery grounds at 9th ave., 
and 15th street S. E. in Calgary.

(Impaired Drivingf set aside on 
appeal by Chief Judge E. B. Feir, 
of Lethbridge in District Couit, 
held in Blairmore on Friday, Dec¬ 
ember 1st. 

Stang was convicted by Magis¬ 
trate F. S. Radford of Blairmore 
on the charge and was fined $100 
and costs on October 11, 1961, ard 
had his drivers licence suspended 
for six months. 

The charge arose out of a col¬ 
lision near Bellevue on September 
16th between Stang’s car and a 
light delivery truck driven by 
Frank Dececco of Coleman.

This is the name, of French ori¬ 
gin, commonly used for the hollow 
shaft through which tobacco was 
blown during Indian ceremonies. 

Caluments are frequently spoken 
of as pipes and, in fact, no rigid 
division can be drawn between the 
two. Ceremonial smoking took 
place frequently in connection with 
agreements between tribes, espe¬ 
cially peace treaties. 

From this fact comes the well- 
known expression “pipe of peace”, 
symbolizing the mutual ceremon¬ 
ial smoking of tobacco. 

Tobacco was cultivated by the 
Indians of southern Ontario and 
parts of the prairies and from 
these two areas it was traded for 
a considerable distance, so that 
the area of tobacco smoking was 
considerably wider than that of 
tobacco growing.

Effective January L 1962, all mobile equipment coming within the 
definitions quoted below is again subject to licensing. 

Inspectors a e constantly in the field checking all such mobile 
equipment. 

Provision is made for the imposition of a fine and possible 
impoundment of equipment where a violation of the Act occurs. 
The following definitions are taken from The Mobile Equipment 
Licensing Act: 

(d) "'Mabile Equipment'' 

(1) means machinery or equipment capable of being moved to its 
place of use under its own power or by being towed, pulled or 
carried and not intended to be affixed to land, and 
(II) includes equipment used for the purposes of seismographic 
exploration and, without restricting the generality of the fore¬ 
going, includes 

(A) seismographic recording equipment and all appurtenances 
thereto. 

(B) conductor cables and cable reels, geophones, amplifiers 
and cameras, 

(C) explosive and detonating equipment, 

(D) drilling units and all the component parts and appurten¬ 
ances thereof, and 

(E) water tanks and pumping equipment, but 
fill) does not include 

(A) vehicles licensed under The Vehicles and Highway Traffic 
Act, or The Public Service Vehicles Act, exclusive of 
mounted equipment on such vehicles, and 

(B) equipment, other than vehicle mounted equipment, used 
to ^ill a gas or oil well; 

(e) "municipality” means a town, village, municipal district, county, 
improvement district, special area, metis improvement district or 
forest reserve; 

(f) “owner” includes a {lerson renting mobile equipment or having the 
exclusive use thereof under a rental agreement or otherwise; 

NOTE: Mobile Equipment having an original list price of less than 
$2,000 does not require a license under this Act.

At Fort Maeleod 

In one of the snappiest sales ever 
held in Alberta, 268 head of Angus 
cattle were sold in five hours at 
the Fort Maeleod Auction Mart. 
Besides cattle sold into British Co¬ 
lumbia, Saskatchewan and 109 head 
were exported to Montana, in ad¬ 
dition Nebraska and Colorado. This 
is the largest number of Regist¬ 
ered Angus cattle ever exported to 
the U.S.A. from Alberta. 

Twenty-five bulls averaged $465 
with a top of $900, while 118 cows 
averaged $275. Eighty-two heifer 
calves brought $140 each and forty- 
three bull calves average $145. The 
Shattuck Cattle Co. of Hastings, 
Nebraska, was the largest U. S.
